STATE ACTION IS OF CONCERN 
TO FARMERS OF THIS AREA 


Two items of action on the State level, this week, are of vital 
concern to: farmers of this area—one the lifting of the ban on 
“electrical power by State Emergency Power Director, R. P. OBrien, 
the other the decision of. A. A. Brock, California director of agri- 


culture, not to establish a secondary quarantine against citrus quick : 


decline at the Tehachapi mountains. 

The first of these items, the lifting of the power ban, resulted 
in part from the heavy spring rains and mountain snowfall of the 
past 30 days—storms that have completly changed the picture as 
far as water-generated power is concerned. 

And also entering into the considerations of Mr. O’Brien, ..no 
doubt, was a petition from Tulare and Kern counties, signed by 


farmers, calling to attention the repeated statements of the South-: 


ern California Edison company that it could give all the power 
possible to transmit to other areas and still fully supply its cust- 
omers in our area. 

This does not mean that power can be wantonly wasted—but 
it does mean that the situation is far less critical as it appeared 
it would be. 

Now, about the quick decline quarantine. It is the belief of 
citrus‘producers in the Central C&lifornia district that since quick 
decline is capable of wiping out the industry if it once establishes 
itself (it has practically done this in some areas of Southern 
California) and since there. are so many unanswered questions con- 


-cerning the disease, extra precautions are necessary at this time. 


Mr. Brock states that existing quarantine and buffer areas 
in Southern California are adequate to prevent spread of the disease. 
We hope Mr. Brock is correct. Because the fate of the entire Cen- 
tral California citrus industry may well hinge on his decision.

The suggestion that a secon- 
dary quarantine line be set up at 
the eThachapis was made in 
resolution from both the Califor- 
nia senate and assembly. Assem- 
blyman Harry Johnson and Sen- 
ator J. Howard Williams, both 
of Porterville, worked with local 
representatives of the citrus in- 
dustry ot get the resolutions 
through. 5 

In turning down the quaran- 
tine plan, Mr. Brock said. that 
already a ‘‘buffer’’ area has been 
setup around citrus areas infec- 
ted with quick decline in South- 
ern California. These zones, out 
of which no citrus stock can 
be shipped, offer a_ sufficient 
barrier to the disease in = the 
opinion of Mr. Brock. 

“We believe that: quarantines 
should be based on scientific 
facts and recommendations of 
trained plant pathologists rather 
than be arbitrarily established,” 
he stated.

Unemployment 
Payments Lighter 
Than Last Year 


Payment of unemployment 
insurance out of the Porterville 
office of the California State 
Employment service is running 
lighter now than at this season 
of the year in 1947, however, 
Robert Carle, who is in charge 
of the office states that this 
does not indicate that there is 
less unemployment than last 
year, ‘since basis of payment” has 
been changed. 

Mr. Carle points out that per- 
sons earning 75 per cent of their 
yearly income in any one quar- 
ter of the yéar cannot now draw 
unempJoyment insurance for the 
balance of ‘the year, thereby eli- 
minating a unmiber of seasonal 
workers. He also states that 
many ex-service men who drew 
$20 per. week have now passed 
the 52 week limit, consequently 
a fewer number of this type of 
payment is being made than last 
year at this time. 

No trouble is being encounter- 


ed now, according to Mr. Carle, 


in getting men to work, the 
employment office having more 
applications for jobs than it can 
fill. The job situation is expect- 
ed to ease up somewhat when 
Valencia orange picking and 
packing starts and other sum- 
mer farm work opens up.
